The ex am in atio n shall not have been more than 15 days prior 


to the date of issuance of such license and the certificate shall show 


the results of such examination, tests and history showed that the 
person examined was free from any infectious condition of syphilis. 


No physician shall issue such certificate to any person whom 


h< knows or has reasons to believe is infected with any condition ot 


syphilis that would be infectious or who has any clinical evidence ol 


infectious venereal disease.
